PARIS, July 19.—There is a feeling in 
this town that hasn’t been here singe 
July 81, 1916. It resolves itself into a 
French paraphrase of Now we've woe 
them on the run.“ 

At this writing the English offensive is 
progressing splendidly. The Russian 
pressure is tremendous and the French 
are immeasurably cheered by the news 
which comes out of Berlin from American 
‘correspondents that there is depression 
and anxiety on account of the unified 
pressure by all the allies. 

present offensive has done more te 
better the feelings between English and 
French than any 9 of propaganda 
jor tal talking. 

During the last two months there has 
been a great deal of this goifig on. The 
French newspapers publigh long accounts 
of the English preparations; the best 
known orators and professors give 
courses at the Sorbonne and elsewhere 
describing the effort of England; the 
movies have unrealistio pictures of Eng- 
land attacked by the German fleet and 
saving itself at the last — by compe 
wonderful strategy. 


Only a Forerunner. 

That was all just so many words. It 
is deeds that count. And the present of- 
fensive has provided a ground for sin- 
cere praise—not merely press stuff. 

According to all reports which one 
hears both from the front and from au- 
thorities here in Paris, this first offensive 
is only a dainty little forerunner of what 
is to be an all summer’s work. 

From an officer whom I take as mz 
highest authority since his position is such 
that he is every day in the most inti- 
mate sort of contact with the command- 
ing generals, I had the following explana- 
tion of the offensive to date given me:

Today, almost 
before the reek and fume of battle are 
over, almost before our own and the en- 
emy dead are ail buried, the salvage 
corps appears on the bloody and shell 
churned scene to collect and pile the un- 
used cartridge and machine gun belts, 
the unexploded bombs, old shell cases, 
damaged rifles, haversacks, steel heimets 
and even the old rags, which go to the 
base and are sold at $250 a ton. It is only 
old bottles, which, with old newspapers, 
letters, meat tins, and broken boxes, are 
the features of battlefields that do not 
appear to be worthy of salvage. 


Means Huge Saving. | 

“ Regarding the utilization of waste 
products there is as much ingenuity 
along the lines of communication as 
would satisfy the directorate of the 
t highly organized German fabric.

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BRITISH DEFEAT TURKS, 
PURSUE THEM NEAR SUEZ. 


Many Prisoners Taken After Otto- 
man Attack on Positions at Ro- 
mani Fails. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—The strong Turkish 
force which attacked the British at Ro- 
mani, twenty-two miles east of the Suez 
canal, on Aug. 4, was defeated and put 
to flight by a counter attack, says an of- 
ficial statement issued today.

Pilot Says it’ Was Swallowed 
Up by Waves and Dived

New York, Aug: 6.—(Special.}—Accord- 
ing to the completed appraisal just made, 
the estate of the late J. P. Morgan was 
worth 6738.1. 000, of which $53,684,918 
went to the present J. P Morgan. 

From what was learned last week 
the ‘present Morgan firm has made as 
much money during the past two years 
as the old head of the house made during 
his whole career as the recognized finan- 

e'al and industrial leader of these United 
States. 

In the first place, under its contract 
with the British government, the Morgan

The Raleigh, N. C., News and Observer has a 
chance to get a scoop in Washington news, The 
publisher of the Raleigh News and Observer can 
get it from the secretary of the navy.

Capt. Sims asked Daniels to allow public 
opinion to operate on the navy. if the people were 
informed that something was wrong with the gun- 
nery they would ask why it was wrong and there 
would be a chance to correct. — :

A QUARTERMASTER RESERVE. 

In New York City the Merchants’ association has 
begun the organization of a quartermaster reserve 
corps, and the movement has the indorsement of the 
war department at Washington. The idea seems 
an excellent one, for it offers patriotic employment 
for men past the fighting age, yet who are especially 
well qualified for the work at hand. The quarter- 
master department is the business brain of the army. 
The procuring and distribution of supplies, the ar- 
rangement of transportation and all the other duties 
connected with it are matters which are second 
nature to business men. 2 

In case of war the army quartermaster would 
have to draw his assistants from young officers of 
the line or depend upon inexperienced from 
civil life. With this reserve corps he can have the 
aid of men long used to supplying the needs of his 
department, purchasing agents, traffic managers and 
the like, now drilled in the requirements of armies 
and in camp or field. This should be a part of the 
industrial mobilization plans proposed by Martin J. 
Gillen and the naval advisory board. 

The, quartermaster is one of the most responsible 
and important of army officers, and the aid of such 
a trained body of men as proposed by the Merchants’ 
association would be invaluable to him:

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‘CAUSES OF PELLAGRA. 

FRPW years ago Goldberger 
proved that pellagra resulted 
from the continuous use of a diet 
too rich in starch and sugar and 
too poor in protein. Or, to put it 
another way, persons developed pella- 
gra because they ate too little milk, 


4 ess, and lean meat, and secondarily, 


because they ate too much fat meat, 
middling, sow belly, too much molasses 
aod gravy, and too much corn bread. 

Goldberger, experimenting at the Mie- 
sissippi penitentiary, produced pellagra 
by a prolonged diet of sow belly, corn 
pone and molasses. Under his guid- 
ance several institutions badly infested 
with pellagra got rid of the disease by 
changing the diet lists used by increas- 
ing the quantities of beans, peas, lean 
meat, milk, and eggs. — 

Recently, Voegtlin, Sullivan, and My-~- 
ers, also of the public health service, 
have made a discovery supporting the 
opinion of Goldberger. They found that 
two additional factors in the increase 
of pellagra were the increased use of 
finely milled flour and meal and the 
custom of making bread and cooking 
vegetables with unneutralized baking 
soda. 

Prior to 1880 all meal and flour were 
made by grinding corn and wheat be- 
tween stones, Im recent years prac- 
tically all of the meal and flour is finely 
milled. They keép better and make bet- 
ter looking bread but they are deficient 
in vitamines, proteins, and other neces- 
sary chemicals. 


Voegtlin, Sullivan, and Myers think 
that to get rid of pellagra.the people 
must eat more bran and more whole 
wheat flour. These investigators found 
that cooking flour mixed with baking 
soda destroyed whatever vitamines were 
present. If the baking soda is fully 
neutralized by sour milk or cream of 
tartar the vitamines are not destroyed, 
but in making soda biscuit some excess 
of soda is often left in the dough. 

Furthermore, in order to hasten the 
cooking, cooks not infrequently put scda 
in the vegetables. This also is a cause 
of pellagra. 

The meaning of these discoveries is 
that persons who eat plenty of lean 
meat, eggs, and milk and who do not 
eat finely milled flour and meal or bak- 
ing soda bread, or do not put soda in 
‘their vegetables do not have pellagra. 

And, finally, Seidell, also of the pub- 
lic health service, says that brewers’ 
yeast will both prevent and cure bert- 
beri, and therefore he thinks it will 
both prevent and cure pellagra. 

Brewers’ yeast is rich in vitamines. 
When he fed it te pigeons paralyzed 
from eating a polished rice diet, the 
plegons were better in one hour and 
they were completely cured of their pa- 
ralysis im one day. 

If Seidell's suggestion proves to be 
well founded, cases of pellagra can be 
cured by changing the diet somewhat 
and taking a daily dose of brewers’ 
yeast. Possibly persons who cannot 
afford enough lean meat, milk, and eggs 
may keep themselves in health by the 
daily use of a small quantity of brew- 
ers’ yeast. Brewers’ yeast should be 
cheap. It is thrown away now.

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HERE is no government depart- 

ment In England that plays today 

a more important role or that 

is an object of more absorbing 

interest, doth at home and 
abroad, than the edmiralty. For it 
is upon the admiralty that the em- 
pire depends for the defenses of the 
United Kingdom and of its colonial de- 
pendencies from foreign invasion, and 
for that blockade which is contributing 
so greatly to bring the war to a close. 
| The Admiralty building at Whitehall, 
as it now is, dates from 1725, when it was 
built on the site of Wallingford house, 
the residence of the Duke of Buckingham, 
who for a number of years was lord high 
admiral, though Samuel Pepys, when sec- 
retary of the admiralty, had his quarters 
in what was then known as the York 
building, the site being now marked by 
the water gate at the foot of Bucking- 
bam street. 
| The Admiralty building is not architec- 
turally beautiful, or even stately, and the 
species of screen which, with its ill pro- 
portioned Ionic columns, designed by Rob- 
ert Adams in 1760, shuts off the court- 
yard and the portico from the street, 
serves chiefly to conceal the lack of 
beauty behind it. ' 

And yet behind those walls and within 
those portals the atmosphere is redolent 
of the history of Great Britain’s sea 
power for the last 200 years; and Nelson, 
Howe, St. Vincent, Hawke, Anson, in 
fact, all of England's naval heroes during 
the last two centuries, have been in con- 
'sultation there on the subject of their 
victories, — 

In the old board room, with its 
naval paintings and splendid carvings by 
Grinling Gibbons, there was formerly a 
dial over the chimney plece, connected 
with a weather vane on the roof, so that 
the lords of the admiralty, as they sat 


around their table, had but to look up 


to know how the wind blew for their 
fleets at sea.

In olden times the control of the navy 
was in the hands of the “ keepers of the 
sen, and in the reign of King John they 
were entitled “keepers of the king's 
ships.” The eldest gon of John of Gaunt 
and of Catherine Swinforth—into whose 
mouth Shakespeare puts the glorious lines 
about England and the sea—was the first 
to bear the title of admiral of England, 
in 1604.. His successors at the head of 
the English navy were styled the lord 
high admiral, and this post was held by 
single individuals till 1628, when for a 
time it was placed in commission.

The two civil lords and the financial sec- 
retary have charge of the monetary af- 
fairs of the navy, while the permanent 
secretary is responsible for the office or- 
ganization and the guardian of admiralty 
procedures. 

I may add that it was from the ad- 
miralty that the orders were given in 
those fateful days at the close of July 
in 1914, which prevented the demobiliza- 
tion of the fleet, after the monster re- 
view held just then by King George, and 
for which the most elaborate prepara- 
tions had been made.

When the first brigade arrived at Ten 
Mile hill they did not lle down, as your 
editorial states, but instead they ate hard 
tack and corned beef.

Milk and Meat Supplies to Be 
Curtalled First, Mer- 
chants Assert. 


Tie Tribune” yesterday morn- 

ng published an article by Henry M. 
Hyde outlining the effect in Chicago 
of a general railway strike if a strike 
should come to pass. This morning 
there follow dispatches forecasting 
the effects in various other cities, 
particularly with relation to the 
fad supply. ~- 


New York, Aug. 6.—[Special.]—The 
plight of New York in the event of a 
great railroad strike would be extremely 
serious. It is estimated that within a 
week there would be no fresh meat on 
the market, while the milk supply would 
be cut off almost immediately. 

In addition to this cutting off of the 
food supply, hundreds of thousands of 
persons who live in nearby towns and 
do business in New York would be 


- yooned, and those who commute to the 


seaside resorts likewise would have to 
stay at one or the other end of the line. 
Building and construction work would 
be greatly hampered if not entfrely 
tied up. 

Meat Quickly Affected. 

The large wholesale meat concerns in 
New York keep less than a week’s sup- 
ply of dressed meat in cold storage. Im- 
mense shipments arrive every day and 
if this were to be cut off, for a few 
days even, the prices, already as high 
as any one cares to see them, would 
become prohibitive. It is estimated that 
New York consumes more than 3,000,000 
pounds of fresh meat a day. 

Fresh milk is the food supply which 
would be most quickly affected. The 
daily supply averages over 3,000,000 
quarts, which comes from 40,000 to 50,000 
farms in seven states. Less than 25 
per cent reaches here in bottles, the re- 
mainder in ten gallon cans. There can- 
not be, under the sanitary code, any 
considerable storage of this article and 
there is never more than thirty-six 
hours’ supply on hand at any one time. 

MILK FAMINE SOON. 
en one recalis what hardships are 
enforced when this supply is delayed or 
deut off, even for a day or two in winter 
because of storms, it may be easily | 
imagined what a famine would result 
from a protracted railroad strike. 

A representative of one of the largest 
milk companies, in speaking of a pos- 
sible strike, said: 

This company depends almost entire- 
ly upon the railroads for the daily ship- 
ment to the city. A small part is car- 
ried by water aboard steamships and by 
road in motor trucks, but this is small, 
indeed, compared to the balance of the 
shipments. A general railroad strike 
would cut off the New York milk supply 
absolutely.” . 

As to condensed, desiccated, and pre- 
served milk, there is never more than 
a three weeks’ supply in storage, it is 
said. This would be consumed in about 
six days in case of a famine.
